3. The former "0" Dercitschalt Crossenhain provides a j00d example of the breaicup 
of the original Objektc., The Crossenhain Dereitechaft numbered 1,000 men, but 
it has now beon split into 10 croups of 100 each, nine of waich groups have 
been distributed among the new VPRe. Only 100 men of the original unit remain 
at Grossenhain and these are to be absorbed into a newly activeted VPB composed 
of all elements. Artillery and engineer units have been dissolved in the same 
manner, wiile the communications Zereitschaft in Kochstedt has supplied groups 
of 25 nen to most of the new Jereitschaften.

Some of the known details of reorganization in the various schools and Bereit~ 


achaften are listed as follows: 


a) The former Apolda ¥P School has been tompletely dissolved, and Walter Ulbricht 
has ordered the building to be returned to the chemical industry (VVB Thueringen). 


b) The premises of the former & Brandenburg Unit at Trevenbrietzen will not be 
turned back te the DDR economy and will probably be used as a summer camp (Somter- 
lager), although a final decision may not be taken before the end of 1950. 


e) The former 2 Thuringian Unit buildings at Langensalza are also to be retained, 
although the remmaats of the unit itself have been transferred to Halle. The 
premises at Langensalza are to be extended and equipped to accdémmodate 1800 ef- 
fectives by 21 March 1951. 


oy : 
ad) The 2 Saxony-Anhalt Unit in Kirchmoser will also be retained as a Sonder- 
kommando, It will probably be trained as a bridge construction unit (Bruecken- 
kompante) of 508 man, to be increased by approximately 100 by the end ef 1950. 


e) The 5 Brandenburg Unit in Kuchensee will be treated in exactly the same way 
ag the unit in Kirchmoser. The Kuchensee Sonderkommando will be designated D 2. 


f) The former Potedam/Eiche Unit has been completely disselved, and a school is 
to be opened there for trainees of the Ministry of State Security, 


g) The former Pinnow. Unit, which, ia 2° scheduled for  25X1A 
dissolution, is now to become a Sonderkommands, 8 to have a T/O of 1800, 


but te date no details as to its nature are available, 
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nh) The Gloewen VP Sehool is to become a Bereitechaft with a strength of 1800 men, 


i) A new Bereitscheft of 1800 men is to be established in Halle, The tajarity 
of ite personnel will be transferred frou Lengensalza, although other units will 
contribute effectives. 


§) The Bereitschaft in Suhl, originally scheduled for dissolution, has been 
joined with the Meiningen Unit to form one Bereitschaft. 


k} To date at Zeitheim only one barrack, capable of agcommodating 120 men, has 
boon completed. Tro further barracks are scheduled for completion by the end of 
1950, and by 21 January 1951, 50 basic personnel from Pirna are to be stationed 
at Zeithain. 


1) By January 1951, the Sonnenstein Kaserne, Pirna, is to be given over to the 
Saxony Landesministerium, It will be replaced by the Grave Kaserne, which is 
to be rebuilt as a signal. school. 


m) A new signal battalion of the HVA, 300 strong, and a new motor transport 
battalion of the HVA with a complement of 275 are to be stationed at Niederlehme 
(Koenigswusterhausen }, The signal battalion is already located in the area, 
while the moter transport battalion, not as yet arrived, is still 

with the EVA. Construction at Niederlehne is not yet finished. 

To date the motor transport battalion (Kkraftfahrzeugbatailion) consists of one 
passenger car (personnel carrier?) company with 90 vehicles and two truck com- 
panies,each with 54 vehicles. 


A newly organized guard battalion is to be stationed in the quarters of the 
former Treptow Bereitscheft, in addition to the Polit-Kultur school already lo« 
cated there. The Central Uniform and Commissary Depot (Zentral Bekleidungs 

und Verpflegungslager) is to be moved from Berlin-Lichtenberg to either Leipzig, 
Lepezin or Bernau. 


Fach of the new Bereitschaften will be allocated its own mumber, €.80, 20/15 
{42lmstration only), The numerical designations for all the Bereitschaften 
will be known only to the chiefs of the HVA Abteilungen, and the individual 
Bereitsohaften commanders will know only the number of their own units. When 
material is sent to the unite from the HVA, the secretary typing the address . 
will leave a blank space for the number, which will be filled in by the chief 
of the Abteilung personally, The VP Schcols may be addressed officially with 
their overt address, but.all mail sent to individuals in the Bereitschaften 
will, ir the future, be addressed to a post-office box number, @.8o;

Business firms, however, sending meterial to the Bereitechaften, will use the 
normal overt address. The new number system has already caused considerable 
confusion in HVA administrative quarters, and it is felt that the numbers then- 
solves will in all probability leak out. For example, when orders are given 

to VPB 345/15 (Allvatration only) to collect 20 trucks from VPB 345/17 (illus- 
tration only), tne former must call the HVA to learn the lecation of the latter 
unit, and the HVA is obliged to supply the information to the Bereitschaft 
{nitiating the query. 


The Motor Transport Department (Abteilung Kraftfehrzeugwesen) of the HVA has 
now been separated from Hauptabteilung Intendentur, It is directly 
responsible to the Chief of Staff and is apparently in the process of obtaining 
the status of ea Hauptabteilung, designed te become © motor transport battalion. 
The Motor Trensport Department has been expanded and presently consists of 43 
officers and three junior officers (Unterfuehrer).

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a) Chefinspekteur Bernhard Bech3er has replaced Chefinspekteur Heinrich Heitseh 
as sesond deputy and Chief of Staff. ; 


b) Inspekteur Reihe has been named General Deputy (Allgemeiner Stellvertreter).

a): Inspekteur Moeller, not a member of the SED, has been dismissed and replaced

g) Chefinepekteur Borufka, s@heduled to receive training in the USSR, will be 
replaced by Inspekteur Jona, who will assume the duties of the forner as chief 
of the Training Department (Abteilung Ausbildung).
